Bottleneck hill takes toll in 
Czechoslovakia 


POVAZSKA BYSTRICA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, SEPT. 20 


Tough trails, tight time schedules and a bottleneck on a demanding 
hill provided for a grueling first day in the annual ISDE. Dropping out | 
of the event on the first day were American Barry Higgins (Mai) and 
Kevin Hines (Hus), both suffering from mechanical problems. Of the 
23 American riders still competing, only two — Ed Lojak (Hus) and 
Larry Roeseler (Yam) — remained on gold. 

The Czechoslovakian Trophy Team was in first place, followed by 
the Swedish team. Defending Trophy Team champions, the Italians, 
were in ninth place. The American Trophy Team was in eighth place. 

The end of day one saw the Czechs also leading the Vase Team 
competition with the Italian team second. The American team was in 


seventh place. 


“Broc Glover, Ricky Johnson and 
Mike Bell will be on the team next 
year,” said Yamaha racing manager 
Ken Clark, adding, “Bob Hannah 
and Yamaha are parting on good 
terms. Bob asked to be let out of the 
remaining year on his contract and 
we have agreed to do so.” Clark 
declined to say if Hannah had made 
known his plans for next year, al- 
though industry rumors are that 
Hannah will sign with Honda to 
contest the 1983 250cc World Moto- 
cross Championship Series. 


Also rumored to have signed for a 
European assault is Jim Gibson, a 
member of the successful U.S. 
Trophee and Motocross des Na- 
tions team. Gibson has reportedly 
signed with Yamaha of Japan to 
ride the 125cc World Motocross 
Championship Series. 


Yamaha team manager Clark also 
said that the Yamaha entries in the 
upcoming CMC Trans-Cal Series — 
Glover, Johnson, Bell and newly- 
crowned 250cc World MX Champ 
Danny LaPorte — will be riding 1983 
pre-production YZs. Still to be an- 


‘nounced by Yamaha are the partici- 


pants in the support program, and 
the future of the dirt track and road 
racing effort. 


Clark also reported that three-time 
World Road Racing Champion 
Kenny Roberts spent a day in 
negotiations, then went to see a 
well-known orthopedic surgeon. 
Roberts has suffered knee prob- 
lems as a result of his Silverstone 
crash and may undergo surgery in 
the near future. 





All the factory Superbike riders will 
be at West Palm Beach for the Sept. 
26 Superbike Pro-Am there, but they’ ll 
be there reluctantly. All of the pit 
gossip at the Kent, WA, Pro-Am cen- 


tered around a rider boycott of the. 


event. The top six riders in the point 
standings were discussing staying 


- home from the West Palm Beach 


race, but later in the week, they had 
decided to go. “What we wanted to 
do,” said Yoshimura/Suzuki rider 
Wes Cooley, “was to go perform 
before 40-50,000 people at Caesars 
Palace — potential motorcycle fans 
— instead of going to West Palm 
Beach and performing for 100 me- 
chanics. We felt that to have this 
thing (West Palm Beach) added in 
the middle of the year was ridiculous 
and we wanted to stand up so we 
couldn’t get pushed around like this 
next year. The reason we are going to 
West Palm Beach is that we all made 
a mistake and entered the race. By 
entering the race, we can’t go and ride 
Caesars Palace; that would be a defi- 
nite infraction of the rules.” 


Cooley also said that, "All six of us 
got together at Kent and decided 
we didn't want to go to West Palm 
Beach, so at that point we had to 
talk to the factories. Well, the fac- 
tories, the people who pay our 
salaries, were all behind us. Honda, 
Kawasaki and Suzuki were all be- 
hind us. They wanted to go to 
Caesars Palace, they felt it would 
be better for the sport and more 
advantageous publicity wise. The 
problem was that when the AMA 
threw this race in we all signed up 
and were all committed.” 


The AMA has announced that riders 
who cancelled signed entries in the

Trans-USA Series in order to com- 
pete in other events not sanctioned by 
AMA may be fined up to $1000 for 
each infraction. The action is autho- 
rized by Chapter II, 4. of the 1982 
AMA Professional Motocross Rulebook 
which states, “An entry may not be 
cancelled in order to ride at any other 
meet scheduled at the same time.” 
The maximum fine of $1000 is autho- 
rized by Chapter XI, B.3. of the same 
rulebook. AMA executive director Ed 
Youngblood said, “We would most 
sincerely regret any disciplinary ac- 
tion against the riders themselves, 
because we believe that any who 
commit this rule’s violation will be 
doing so under orders from their 
factories.’

“After the season’s fin- 
ished,” said Graham at San Jose, 
“I’m going back to Michigan and 
spend some time fishing and camp- 
ing with Jay. Then Pll drive = van 
back to California.” 


Among the spectators at the San 
Jose Mile was the Hurricane MXer, 
Bob Hannah. Hannah's only re- 
sponse to questions about his 
rumored switch to Honda to race 
in Europe next year, was, "'If they 
hire me...”

CA. Over a telephone conversation,

said he would be released from the 
hospital Sept. 18, and would spend a 
month in a cast before beginning 
therapy and training for the 1983 sea- 
son.

Elsewhere in this issue is an update 
on the continuing controversy be- 
tween the AMA and three major 
manufacturers regarding AMA 
motocross. As reported, AMA re- 
presentatives met with Honda and 
Suzuki on Monday, Sept. 20, and 
we talked with Gary Smith, Hon- 
da's representative on the AMA 
Board of Trustees and a partici- 
pant in the Honda/AMA meeting 
that included Ed Youngblood, John 
Hasty and Wayne Moulton. ‘The 
results of the meeting will not be 
known for at least a few days,” 
said Smith when we contacted 
him by phone Monday afternoon. 
“‘We made a proposal, they made 
a proposal. At this point things are 
status quo. No decisions were 
made, nothing has been settled. 
The ‘83 MX format as approved by 
the AMA Board of Trustees remains 
unacceptable to us. We briefly dis- 
cussed the Trans-USA, but we've 
made up our minds.” Asked if the 
Mike Goodwin proposal (outlined 
elsewhere in this issue) was dis- 
cussed, Smith said no. Asked if 
any anti-trust litigation was dis- 
cussed, Smith replied, *“No 
comment.” 


California Governor Jerry Brown 
signed into law AB2397, which creates 
an independent OHV Commission 
to administer the state’s OHV Fund. 
That's one for our side, and in another 
signing, a bill by Assemblywoman 
Marion LaFollette becomes law and 
will allow you to park your Green 
Stickie-registered machine on public 
streets. 


A 42-rider field is expected for the 
Coors Motorcycle Grand Prix that 
will run Sept. 26 at the Caesars 
Palace Grand Prix in Las Vegas, 
NV. Top ranking privateers such 
as Harry Klinzmann, Thad Wolff, 
Nicky Richichi, Jon Woo, John 
Long, David Emde, Rhys Howard 
and Miles Baldwin will head the 
field. Dave Aldana will be riding a 
Team Honda mount, and Dave 
Busby will be aboard Roberto Pie- 
tri's RG500 Suzuki. The Formula 
One cars will run on Saturday 
along with a motorcycie exhibi- 
tion; then the bikes share the bill- 
ing with Trans-Am cars on Sunday. 


Fass Gass has signed to support, for 
1983, Bryan Abernathy of Arlington, 
TX. Bryan will compete in GNC, 
NMA and AMA local, regional and 
national events. 


Texas motocross pioneer Wyman 
Priddy passed away in his sleep in 
the morning hours of Sept. 14. 
Wyman rode for every brand of 
competitive MX bike in the early 
"70s and spent time on factory 
Kawasakis. He was renowned as 
America’s best holeshot artist and 
showed Kent Howerton, Steve 
Stackable and Steve Wise the way 
into national motocross. He leaves 
his wife Remoh and two daugh- 
ters, aged four years and two anda 
‘half months. Cards and letters can 





be sent to the Priddy family c/o 
7200 Meadowbrook, Fort Worth, 
TX 76112. He will be missed by 
many. Godspeed Wyman. 


Former San Jose Mile winner Steve 
Eklund didn’t have a good day in 
front of the home town crowd. Eklund 
qualified for the second row of the 
fourth heat, but dropped out with 
mechanical ills before the race was 
halfway over. Alex Jorgensen was 
another rider who had his day at San 
Jose end early by machine failure. 


If you've been calling Malcolm 
Smith Products recently and ask- 
ing for Malcolm, he probably 
wasn’t in. Malcolm just returned 
from Africa, where he took first 
overall in the car division of the 
Roof of Africa Rally, a three-day, 
1500-kilometer event in South 
Africa. The win gave Malcolm the 
honor of being the only person to 
ever win both the car and motor- 
cycle divisions of the event, hav- 
ing won the two-wheeled class in 
1976 on a KTM. The ‘82 motor- 
cycle division was taken by South 


African Stuart Beatty on a Yamaha. 


Also riding a Yamaha in the event 
was American Rex Staten, who 
finished eighth. 


Continental Moto-sports Club head 
Stu Peters says that World 250cc MX 
Champ Danny LaPorte will be rid- 
ing the CMC Trans-Cal MX Series 
(referred to in these pages earlier as 
the CMC Western States Champion- 
ship). Peters says that LaPorte will 
ride the entire series, which runs 
Sept. 26 through Oct. 24. Peters also 
said that World 500cc MX Champ 
Brad Lackey has expressed a desire to 
ride at least part of the series, depend- 
ing on the availability of machinery. 
Lackey’s Suzuki contract expired after 
the GPs ended, and Brad has not yet 
signed a new contract. 


The CMC Trans-Cal MX Series, 
which starts Sept. 25-26 at Sad- 
dleback Park, has picked up a 
sponsor, the first non-motorcycle- 
industry sponsor in CMC’s history. 
Miller High Life Beer will be back- 
ing the five-race series. e 


Goodwin proposal 
fails to reach AMA; 
AMA, manufac- 
turers meet

Supercross promoter Mike 
Goodwin's 16-page proposal 
(mentioned in last week’s report 
on the current MX controversy), 


which offers suggestions for creating 
anew arm of the AMA for pro racing, 
never reached the AMA. Full copies 
of the proposal were sent to the 
promoters we contacted, but as of 
Monday, Sept. 20, the proposal had 
not reached AMA executive director 
Ed Youngblood’s office. We tried to 
contact Goodwin concerning a pos- 
sible mix-up, but were told he was 
sick and unavailable. 

The proposal is based on pro MX 
problems, but Class C racing is also 
mentioned. The current AMA/Win- 
ston (sponsor of the Grand National 
Championship dirt track/road race 
series) contract excludes the AMA 
from signing another tobacco com- 
pany for sponsorshipof AMA racing. 
“The best of all worlds is to have 
Winston involved in both sides (Class 
C and MX) and I hope they will be.” 
said Goodwin in the proposal. Good- 
win wants the AMA/Winston contract 


modified so that if Winston decides 
not to get involved with MX, other 
tobacco companies could be approach- 
ed with sponsorship proposals for 
MX. 


In another section of Goodwin’s 
proposal, he suggests trimming the 
AMA’s pro race department staff. 
'"Three to six people can do the jobs, 
which currently 14 are handling and 
there is excessive waste (or profit) in 
the (AMA) racing department,” the 
proposal says. 

“We need to be realistic and set 
some goals for ‘83.”’ said Larry Maiers, 
who sat in on the initial reading of 
the proposal. "Maybe we can’t change 
everything, but we have to get things 
working. The promoters and manu- 
facturers don’t want to shaft anyone. 
Everyone feels strongly that some 
changes need to be made right away, 
but I don’t think it should be under 
any threat situations. Everyone wants 
immediate concessions, but Young- 
blood is going to need some time to 
work this out. There are no two ways 
about it — this new arm has to be 
through the AMA. If it is formed out- 
side the AMA, the AMA’s structure 
(concerning legislative matters) can- 
not be disturbed.” 

In direct reply to the factories, 
Goodwin proposes 15 Supercross races 
and 10 outdoor races for the ‘83 MX 
schedule. The outdoor rounds would 
run 125, 250 and 500cc National 
classes on the same day. Maiers and 
outdoor promoter Bill West suggested 
a possible run-off at the end of each 
round, where the top five or 10 riders 
from each class would run against

The decider 


The old saying of “The Luck of the 
Irish” certainly does not apply to 
AMA Grand National Championship 
racing. How about "The Luck of the 
Armenians” for a more complete up- 
date? 

J.C. Agajanian will once again 
play host to the final AMA/Winston 
Pro Series race on Saturday night, 
Sept. 25, at Ascot. It will be the 27th 
and final one of the year. 

Last year at the same time, Gary 
Scott and Mike Kidd came into the 
same event tied for the points lead. 
Kidd came up with the title, but 
neither rider won the main event. 

A few years ago it was Jay Spring- 
steen and Steve Eklund taking it 
down to the Ascot final for the crown. 
Jay held off Steve by a few scant yards 
in the final and the two riders ran 
away for a 1-2 finish. 

We could go on and on about how 
many times in recent seasons that it 
has all been decided at Ascot. What’s 
in store this time? 

Heading into last week’s San Jose 
Mile Ricky Graham wasa mere eight 





* points in front of Springsteen. Twenty 


points are awarded to all National 
event winners. 

For the past several weeks, it has 
looked like each rider and failed to 
give the title to the other. 

Graham had a string of crashes 
from mid-August to September that 
allowed Jay to catch and pass him. 
Springsteen had no more than taken 
the lead when he fell, not once, but 
twice in the same race that Ricky 
went. out and won to regain the 
points lead. 

At Syracuse Graham passed nobody 
while Springer just missed the win to 
close to eight points and almost insure 


each other under a staggered start 


format (slowest class first, fastest class 
last) to decide the top rider at each 
event. : 

A modified proposal was released 
from Goodwin's office on Sept. 17, 
which calls for two Supercross reps 
on the proposed racing board, instead 
of the initial request for one Super- 
cróss rep. Another change in the 
modified proposal deals with the 
AMA’s amateur MX program. Revi- 
sions were called for in the initial 
proposal, while the modified pro- 
posal calls for the amateur program 
to remain in its current format. 


The AMA is continuing to exam- 
ine the possiblity of filing an anti- 
trust suit against the Japanese factor- 
ies who pulled their entries from the 
AMA Trans-USA Series, then entered 
those riders in the conflicting CMC 
Series. One of our sources reported the 
AMA has spent $12,000 to date re- 
searching the matter. 

AMA executive director Young- 
blood, along with Board of Trustees 
treasurer John Hasty and Class B Rep 
Wayne Moulton of Triumph, met 
with representatives from Honda and 
Suzuki on Monday, Sept. 20. The two 
companies sent the AMA letters of 
inquiry concerning final plans for 
the '83 MX season on Sept. 7. 

“No decisions have been made,” 
said Youngblood concerning any 
anti-trust actions. "An anti-trust suit 
would take a decision from the Board 
of Trustees, and no meeting concern- 
ing that has been held. Our legal 
counsel is looking into all the possi- 
bilities.” 2 


that the Ascot Half Mile will again be 
the decider. 

But it could well end up that 
neither rider wins the main event but 
one takes the title, just like last year. 
They have run five half miles this 
year and come up with five winners. 
Plus, there are no less than 76 active 
former half mile winners still on the 
circuit! 

Randy Goss and Scott Parker could 
be two of the so-called spoilers. They 
both came up to me at Syracuse and 
said, ‘‘Please tell the people at Ascot 
to put water — lots of water — on the 
track this time.” 

Parker won the race in May with 
Graham in third and Goss/Spring- 
steen riding like they were on ball 
bearings in the back of the pack. Even 
though Aggie is in the used-food 
(garbage) business, he still has access 
to plenty of water. The message has 
been passed on. 

A twist of fate shows that only four 
riders have qualified for all of the 
previous half mile finals where the 
points are paid. Graham and Spring- 
steen are not on that list. The half 
mile point leader is Texan Terry 
Poovey, whose second place finish at 
Ascot in May was his best effort at the 
track to date. 

“Quick Rick” will have to pull off a 
slick trick, though, to out-think the 
winningest rider of all time, espe- 
cially on the track where the ace from 
Michigan has won three times in the 


st. 

To add to the woes of Graham, 
who has never won the Ascot event, a 
total of seven former Ascot National 
winners are officially entered for the 
final race ever under the Winston 
banner. 

All the riders on the National cir- 
cuit become “Camel Jockeys,” so to 
speak. 

About the only thing certain re- 
garding the outcome of the Sept. 25 
finale is that no new Michigan rider 
will win the event. All of the current 
ones, a total of four, will be there and 
all have won the race at least once.

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"82 Sequoia Summer Series 


Two years of volunteer work by 
recreational trail riders came to an 
especially successful conclusion Labor 
Day weekend. Does anyone remember 
when a brand new motorcycle trail 
was last built in Sequoia (not a 
reroute)? 

The Sept. fourth “Volunteer Day 
III” did just that. At the entrance to 
Troy Meados Campground, a 10:30 
a.m. start saw 69-71 volunteers install 
aone mile section of designated two- 
wheel trail from Troy Campground, 
south to Mahogany,Camp Road. Not 
only new, but one of the most needed 
connector trails for the past decade. 

While the riders polished the job 
off by lunch, none of this success 
would have been possible without 
the Forest Service’s Mike Mendoza. 
He almost singlehandedly prepared, 
routed, and staked/ribboned the 
chosen path, spending a solid week 
of his time, and even did the manda- 
tory EIR. Few will miss the pavement. 

Special mention should go to Mark 
Anderson (MIC), Syd (Baja) Clopton, 
Al Marsik, Ev Kemperer and the 
increasing numbers of other third 
and fourth timers. A responsible back- 
bone of yearly “repeat” volunteers is 
becoming evident. 

Though the Aug. first weekend 
“Volunteer Day II” was smaller, it 
was no less effective. Even Ma Nature 
cooperated by raining every day on 
time (between 2-5 p.m.) for a com- 


„plete week, prior to work day. The 


Granite Knob Trail was then more 
easily rerouted, and reworked, offer- 
ing less dust and more “‘tillability.”’ 
And of course, no work-day rain. The 
trail was moved from a more marshy 
lowland area, to a higher, more 
erosion-resistant, hillside. As in other 
previous reroutes, the new trail is 
longer than the old, tighter, slower — 
and, most think — better. The trend 
in FS thinking has been toward 
family-oriented trail riding recreation 
in Sequoia, and thus more ''slow- 
down” trail will share the majority of 
future efforts in this forest. It is no 
secret that the FS wishes to-discour- 
age high-strung MXers here, leaving 
them for design purpose: closed track 
racing. In light of the ever-increasing 
four-stroke (and decreasing two- 
stroke) bike use in Sequoia, it seems 





that in this respect, the FS is right on 
target. 

As the 10:30 start flag dropped, 40 
riders rode out to the Granite Knob 
trailhead behind the FS truck, parked 
the bikes, grabbed tools and hiked in 
to the job site. Former number one A 
Woman Enduro rider Ann Mennell 
and husband Bob, along with two 
other passers-through, joined the 
work crew at the site. It was nicely 
surprising to see a 44-person squad 
on a non-holiday weekend. Many 
thanks go to Cycle and Dirt Bike 
magazines, and most especially, Cycle 
News West, for spreading the word. 

“Volunteer Day I”, on the fourth 
of July (season opener, due to last 
snow melt), not only belted out a 
record number of volunteers (116), 
but, by far and away, was the most 
successful work weekend in these 
first two years, in this writer’s opin- 
ion. Not only was the main area trail 
(Jackass) given major corrective sur- 
gery, an important new bridge cross- 
ing, and most (and slower) mileage, 
but something entirely new for ‘82 
was added: ‘‘Adopt-A-Trail.” 


Just like many other groups have 
had for years, motorcyclists were given 
the opportunity to “adopt” a trail. 
Simplified, your club (formal or in- 
formal), group, family, company, ser- 
vice organization (ex: MIC; how about 
it Mark?) or.....? maintains your 
chosen trail at least once a year, and 
lets the FS know your intended date 
to work. In return you receive the 
genuine pride of giving. And a hand- 
engraved trailhead sign stating: "This 
trail maintained by (for example) the 
UEA motorcycle club.”’ 

While “Volunteer Day I” was going 
full chat, the Barbenders M.C.,Chap- 
parals M.C. and UEA, were main- 
taining their newly-adopted trails. 
How about you, or your group? 

As of season close on Labor Day 
weekend, there were six Adopt-A- 
Trails still open for riders. The FS 
would like to wrap these up with 
your club or group, or ...? as soon as 
possible.

gress in the Fall of ’77, the outrageous: 


_ “Golden Trout Wilderness” was per- 


petrated on, among other forests, 
Sequoia. (One Sierra Clubber stated: 
“We asked for the moon, and were 
shocked when we got that, and more. 
The ORV people never even showed!” 

With over half of the designated 
two-wheeled trail instantly wiped out 
in the following Spring, many dead- 
end trails were created. Four years 
later, they all still exist. More than all 
other complaints we hear together, is 
simply the question: “When will the 
dead-ends be looped up?” Fo the 
many riders who made yearly loop 
jaunts through Kern Flat, Quaking 
Aspen, Jordan Hot Springs and other 
deep forest excursions, that may be 
gone forever. But, things are not 
looking the best they have in four 
years. 

The FS is now, and over the winter 
will be, preparing an entire loop sys- 
tem, hooking up all possible dead- 
end trails below the Golden Trout 
Wilderness. Not only that, but work 
is proceeding on arranging a trail 
from Fish Creek, all the way down to 
the Kennedy Meadows area (about 11 
miles currently by pavement). All 
this will require Green Stickie dollars, 
(unless our sleight-of-hand governor 
steals more to balance the budget for 
his election bid). ` 

Several ranking people have stated 
the Sequoia Summer Volunteer Ser- 
ies in Calfiornia in '81-82, are the 
most successful in memory in the 
U.S. This is in terms of numbers of 
volunteers and work completed. It 
cannot compare, though, in com- 
pleted trail system, to the vast, organ- 
ized, and well-maintained bike trail 
network in Washington State. What 
a goal to shoot for....

The bottom line seems to be that 
recreational trail riders are willing to 
get involved in caring for their riding 
environment, are responsible, and 
will show up in literally any numbers 
the FS sees fit. All that’s needed is a 
realistic trail plan with that most 
important ingredient: riding futures. 


Most of all, we wish to thank all 
those who worked the Sequoia Series 
the last two summers. And who called 
and sent cards and letters to sign up. 

The ’83 Summer Series will again 
be the first weekend of each month of 
June, July, August, and Sept. The © 
first event will be a connector trail 
from Mahogany Camp Road to Fish 
Creek Campground (Memorial Day 
Weekend, subject to snowmelt), and 
will then offer complete off-road rid- 
ing, from Troy to Fish Creek Camp- 
grounds. 

Later this year, we plan a Sequoia 
Volunteers Party in the Los Angeles 
area. Watch this column for time, 
date and place.

SAN JOSE, CA, SEPT. 19 


Jay Springsteen ran away and hid from the 
field in the 22nd running of the San Jose 
Mile, while points leader Ricky Graham 
nipped Hank Scott at the line for second. 


Their finishes resulted in a 
four-point spread between 
Graham and Springsteen as 
they head for the last National 
of the year. With Randy Goss 
running back in the pack, Graham 
and Springsteen are the only title 
contenders. 

It appeared that Graham had an 
edge going into the San Jose main 
event after shattering the one- and 
10-lap track records. But after Graham 
led the first lap, Springsteen steadily 
pulled away to take the 33rd National 
win of his career. Scott, riding one of 
two Honda NS750s in the field, came 
from 16th in the early going to lead 


Graham out of the final corner only 
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to lose the runner-up slot in a final 
draft pass at the finish line. With 
teammate Scott Pearson finishing a 
close fourth, it was the best ever 
Team Honda performance at a Mile 
National. 

Harley-Davidson's Scott Parker 
finished fifth, followed by Terry 
Poovey, Steve Hall and Mike Minnig. 

"Everything's been going great,” 
grinned Springer when it was all 
over. ““Ricky’s been having his bad 
luck and I’ve been having my bad 
luck, and so I hope all the bad luck is 
over with. The best man wins, and 
it's coming down to the wire just like 
it always does.” 

Graham, who almost wound up in

encounter with Bubba Shobert, ad- 
mitted to playing conservative. “We 
raised the tire pressure so that the tire 
would last the race. We knew it prob- 
ably wasn’t going to be as quick, but 
we wanted to be around at the end of 
the race.” 

A near capacity crowd of approxi- 
mately 10,000 enjoyed the Bob Bark- 
himer Associates event in sunny, 
warm California weather. 


Time trials 

Five riders were in under Scott 
Parker’s 1981 track record of 37.04 
seconds. Graham, on the Tex Peel- 
tuned Iron Horse/Wiseco/ Shoei/Hi- 
Point/Sam’s Mobil Harley-Davidson, 
absolutely decimated it, clocking a 
36.196. Springsteen’s Bill Werner- 
tuned factory Harley was the closest, 
recording a 36.568. Ted Boody (36.868) 
turned in the third fastest time, fol- 
lowed by Ronnie Jones (36.916) and 
Hank Scott (36.962). Only 46 riders 
recorded a qualifying time, so there 
were no cut-off times. 


Heats 

Graham started out like his quali- 
fying effort, leaping to the front of 
the first heat and starting to pull 


a 1560€ 609.4 4:3 


away from the second turn on. Hank 
Scott held second initially, but was 
quickly displaced by Texans Terry 
Poovey and Bubba Shobert. That 
order held through the first half of 
the race, while Scott Parker was work- 
ing his way up froma mediocre start. 
Two laps from the end, Parker passed 
Scott Adams for fourth. ‘Then, a lap 
later, Parker overtook Poovey to fin- 
ish third and lock up the last direct 
transfer to the National. Poovey, 
Adams and Scott led those semi- 
bound. Graham’s time of 6:08.42 deci- 
mated the 10-lap track record of 6:19. 


Scott Pearson proved again to be 
the quickest starter on the National 
circuit by taking a huge lead into 
turn one. The race was red-flagged, 
but there were no penalty-line inhabi- 
tants as a result, so the race was re- 
started. On the restart Pearson did it 
again, but Springsteen was around 
him quickly and off to a runaway. 
The battle over second quickly turned 
into a three rider dice involving Pear- 
son, Steve Morehead and Tim Mert- 
ens. That race went every way but 
sideways before Pearson was able to 
secure second with Mertens third and 
Morehead dropping off the pace, a 
victim of a bad ignition. Morehead 
dropped back enough to give fourth 
place to Charles Roberts. Spring- 
steen’s time of 6:14.48 was also under 
the record. Pearson and Mertens made 
the National, while Roberts, More- 
head and Honda’s Mickey Fay were 
off to the first semi. 


The third heat saw Ted Boody and 
Randy Goss go into the first two 
positions with Jeff Haney fitting a 
borrowed Yamaha into third. AMA 
officials decided that was too good of 
a start for Haney, whose own bike 
had been unable to post a qualifying 
time, so they put out the red flag. On 
the restart Boody and Goss again 
filled out the first two positions, with 
Steve Hall in third and Tammy Kirk 


in fourth.

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Boody and Goss then spent much 
of the 10 laps arguing over first, but 
they ultimately finished the way they 
started. Hall held onto third while 
three-time San Jose winner Garth 
Brow got past Kirk to occupy fourth. 

Holeshot honors in the final heat 
went to Alex Jorgensen, who led 
Ronnie Jones and Mike Minnig 
around the first lap. Gary Scott lost 
little time in moving himself to sec- 
ond, and that position turned itself 
into first when Jorgy dropped out 
with mechanical ailments a lap later. 
Scott went on to win handily, but 
second was an intense dice between 
Minnig, Jones and Jeff Johnson. They 
battled and battled before Minnig 
wound up with second and Rookie 
Expert Johnson took third and made 
his way into his first National. 


Semis 

The third red flag of the day went 
out when Frank Word went from the 
second row directly to the lead of the 
first semi. He was sent to the penalty 
line, and on the restart, Terry Poovey 
was the front-runner. Poovey ran in 
front all the way to the finish. Char- 
les Roberts held second for two laps 
before Hank Scott went by. Scott’s 
Ohio traveling buddy, Morehead, took 
over third at the halfway point, and 
then it was a battle royale over the 
transfer. In the end, Morehead could- 
n’t make the pass stick and Poovey 
and Scott were in the National. 

The second semi went much the 
same way. Garth Brow was out in 
front early and was holding the same 
position at the checkered flag. Three 
riders — Ronnie Jones, Keith Day 
and Rod Sullivan — were the partic- 
ipants in the fight for second, and 
fight they did. From the halfway 
point on, Jones and Day were the 
primary participants, but they were 
side by side and exchanging position 
so often that few could keep track. It 
all boiled down to a last lap charge 
from turn four to the checkered, and 
. Jones barely won out. 
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Last Chance Qualifier 


Morehead, the winner here in May, 
was having a purely frustrating day, 
but it seemed things were finally 
going his way when he dominated 
the first nine laps of the Last Chance 
Qualifier. Behind him, Sal Hoffman, 
Rod Sullivan and Keith Day alter- 
nated positions in a fight for second 
that was soon joined by Jay Beach. 
Morehead’s ticket to the National 
was cancelled, however, when a plug 
wire pulled loose on the last lap and 
dropped him to third. Sullivan had 
extricated himself from the fight for 
second on the white flag lap, and he 
was there to take the win and final 
spot in the National. Beach was 
second with Mickey Fay taking fourth 
behind Morehead. 


Junior Invitational 


The Junior Invitational shaped up 
as a 12-lap East vs. West battle with 
California’s Pete Hames taking the 
point position in front of New Yorker 
Matthew Rozowicz. The two were 
never more than a bikelength apart, 
and usually side by side going down 
the straightaways. The battle for third 
was a multi-rider affair with Indiana 
rider Dan Ingram alternately tap 
dancing with Steve Karsten, Rob Ely, 
Honda’s Doug Chandler and Don 
Howard. In the end, Storz Perfor- 
mance/Bill’s Pipe’s/Corona Race- 
way-sponsored Hames took a narrow 
win over Rozowicz. It was a four- 
rider drag race to the finish line for 
third with Ingram pulling it out over 
Ely and Howard. Chuck Carroll took 
sixth ahead of Chandler. 


National 

When they lined up for the 25- 
lapper, fast heat winner Graham 
elected to go for the outside pole. 
When the light flashed green, Gra- 
ham went from that position into the 
lead, with Springsteen, Scott Parker 
and Scott Pearson in tow. Pearson’s 
teammate Hank Scott got a good 
start, but “I missed the shift into fifth 


on the back straight and everybody 
went by.” 

Graham led at the conclusion of 
lap one, but on the following tour 
Springer swept by going into turn 
three and that was the end of the bat- 
tle for the lead. Springer started pul- 
ling away almost immediately. Mean- 
while, Graham had his hands full 
with a challenge from Syracuse win- 
ner Shobert, who had run past Pear- 
son and Parker. Also up with the 
leaders was Steve Hall. 

By lap five Springsteen had broken 
the draft and pulled well away from 
the rest of the pack. Parker had taken 
second momentarily, with the Gra- 
ham/Shobert dogfight mere inches 
behind him. Pearson and Hall were 
behind them, and Hank Scott was up 
to the top 10. 

From lap six to the halfway point, 
Graham managed to get second back, 
with Shobert hanging right with him. 
Just past the halfway point, Hank 
Scott got by Parker to run fourth. 

Then, a lap later, Graham was 
back in third and Shobert was pick- 
ing himself up in the turn three hay- 
bales. “We went into the corner,” 
said Graham later, ‘‘and Shobert ran 
it on in and hit the back of my motor- 
cycle. That’s why I drifted up to the 
haybales and almost fell, and he did 
fall. I had to shift down to get going 
again.” 

The final 10 laps consisted of 
Springsteen running by himself near- 
ly a straightaway ahead of the rest of 
the pack. Graham, Hank Scott, Pear- 
son and Parker were actively discuss- 
ing the runner-up slot, with Hall, 
Poovey and Brow some distance 
behind. i 

In the final laps it was chiefly Gra- 
ham and Scott going for second in a 


pass, draft and pass again duel that - 


had them swapping the order several 
times per lap. When it came to the 
final lap, Scott led off of turn four, 
but Graham used the draft to pull 
even and nip the Honda rider at the 
line for second, by about a foot. Pear- 


son used the same strategy to steal 
fourth from Parker. 

Poovey got around Hall to finish 
sixth, with Brow, Mike Minnig and 
Gary Scott finishing eighth through 
10th. 

“The race was won by getting into 
the corners and out of the corners. 
Ricky said that mine would really 
track coming off the corner and not 
get sideways, while his would want 
to cock off and stay sideways,” said 
Springsteen. 

Asked how he would handle the 
Ascot clincher, Graham replied, “Hey, 
I'm just going to go down there and 
go for it, just like I would any other 
race. It's hard to say with the position 
I’m in — I've never been here before. 
Call me up a couple of weeks after 
Ascot and ask me.” 

Scott was really jazzed with his 
second consecutive top four finish on 
the Honda. “‘I had to ride my butt off 
to get up there with the front runners, 
and by the time I got up there I was so 


. tired all I could do was hold my own. 


I’m happy and I know Honda’s hap- 
py. The Honda’s got plenty of top 
end and it really handles well.” 
Pearson was equally ecstatic. ‘I’m 
happy — that’s the best I’vedone ona 
mile all ‘year. I want to thank Dan, 
Jerry, Gene and Dennis for all their 
efforts this year, because we're going 
to win Ascot, and that's for sure.” e

Middleweigh

The Suzuki GS650G is labeled by Suzuki as a 
middleweight sport tourer. Unfortunately, 
the bike is neither a sport bike nor a touring 





all-arounder 


although a nice one. The shaft 
driven GS650G is agile, han- 
dles nicely, brakes and cruises 
along with typical Japanese 


efficiency. However, the power char- 
acteristics of the engine seem to let 
you down. In short, you run out of 
power too soon to be in the sporty set 














with the likes of the Yamaha Seca 
650. 

On the touring side, we've seen a 
couple of dressed out models around 
and the people seem to like them. For 
the short haul it's a nice bike, but if 
we were setting out to hit the super 
slab for a quick run from Atlanta to 
L.A.or a similar ride, where you have 





to gobble up the miles, then we'd 
pick another mount. 

Don't take the above wrong, 
though. We found the bike a nice 
package and put some fun miles on 
it. Trying to give the bike a split per- 
sonality is basically the biggest prob- 
lem of the GS650G. 

We had ridden a 1981 model and 
accepted the 1982 as a chance to see if 
there were any noticeable changes. 
Other than the fact that the 1981 
model had over 15,000 miles on itand 
the 1982 was fresh out of the crate, 
there was actually little difference. 
Suzuki created a good model to begin 
with and did not elect to make any 
major changes. 

The G model and its brother, the 
chain drive E model, were introduced 
into Suzuki's product line last year. 
For 1982, the G was refined with 


numerous little changes, mostly cos-' 


metic, to make the package even 
more presentable. Redesigned mag- 
type wheels, new colors, chrome- 
płated turn signals, an integral head- 
light/turnsignal switch, a new fuel 
gauge and a repositioning of the 
choke were among the changes. 

The front fork on the GS650G is 
air adjustable. We found the factory 
setting — 7 lbs. — was a bit soft and 
we opted to increase the air pressure 
to 11 lbs. The change made the hand- 
ling feel much better. 

We found it is best to check the 
pressure every so often and Suzuki 
supplies a gauge for just that pur- 
pose. The forks required air to be 
added twice in a four week period. It 
would be a nice touch to have a cross- 
over/equalizer fitting on the fork so 
that pressure checking/adjustment 
need only be done once rather than 
. separately with each leg. 

The rear shocks are conventional 
oil damped with four damping adjust- 
ments changed by rotating the top 
shock collar. There are five load set- 
tings to choose from. 

The seat, while typically Japanese 
in its firmness, was contoured nicely 
and got good marks for comfort. At 
$1.1 inches, the seat height gives 
average height riders a feeling of 
security which comes from being 
able to plant one, or both feet, firmly 
on the ground 

On a two-up ride of nearly 300 
miles neither rider nor passenger suf- 
fered from numbness of the tail sec- 
tion. However, the same could not be 
said for the feet. The passenger pegs 
buzz. The front pegs aren’t bad, but 
you will feel vibration at cruising 
speeds. The bike turns 4,100 rpm in 
fifth gear when rolling along at the 
government legal 55 mph. At 60 
mph, the engine rpm creeps up to 
4,600. 

While we prefer to replace most 
stock hand grips with softer accessory 
grips, the Suzuki’s weren't bad. Firm, 
yes, but quite acceptable. 

Controls on the left handlebar 
include a combination headlight (up 
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and down for high/low beam) and 
turn signal (left/right switching) 
control. The horn and choke are also 


easily reached. The choke lever is eas- 


ily operated with the thumb and is in 
a much better location than last year’s 
placement of a push/pull assembly 
in the center of the steering head. 

The right side controls are the start- 
er button and the on/off engine kill 
switch. The starter has a clutch lock- 
out operation so the clutch lever 
must be pulled in for starting. 

The control panel has an 85 mph 
speedo with a re-setable trip mileage 
indicator. The 12,000 rpm tachome- 
ter is red-lined at 9,500. The lights for 
high beam and oil pressure are also 
on the tach. The speedo and tach are 
lit by soft red light for night reading 
and are very easy on the eyes. 

The center of the panel is given 
over to an electronic fuel gauge, gear 
position indicator and lights to indi- 
cate turn signals and neutral. 

The headlight is 55/60 quartz 
halogen. 

The gear position indicator is 
initially foreign to someone who 
normally rides a bike without one, 
but it soon becomes almost second 
nature to check when downshifting 
or sitting at a stoplight. 

If you wish to believe the fuel 
gauge then the second thing you need 
to do is become very familiar with the 
reserve setting on the fuel tap. Two 
quick lessons taught us to click off 
135 miles and wait for the engine to 
yell reserve. The tank holds 4.2 gal- 
lons with reserve pegged at 1.2 gal- 
lons. At an average of 50 mpg for 
everyday stop and go riding, the bike 
would go on reserve after using less 
than three gallons. Conservative rid- 
ing on a long distance trip—keeping 
a steady 55 mph—brought the mileage 
figures up to 58-60 mpg. 

The engine, actually 673cc rather 
than 650, comes to life easily hot or 
cold. The choke should be used when 
the engine is cold. We found a choke 
setting of halfway on to be the ticket. 
Touch the starter button and the fire- 
power from the transistorized igni- 
tion system cranks the engine to life 
and gets the Mikuni CV carbs slurp- 
ing gas. The engine takes a mile or 
two to warm up before closing the 
choke. 

Shifting up through the five speed 
transmission is positive although 
downshifting from fourth to third 
and — more often third to second — 
required a positive, forceful tap of the 
toe to make the shift. We did have a 
few missed shifts until resorting to 
forceful downshifting every time. 
Finding neutral, until you get the 
“feel” of the transmission, can be a 
bit of a chore. 

Suzuki’s Direct Link shaft drive is 
very smooth. There wasn’t any clunk- 
ing on acceleration, deceleration or 
quick shifting. Even jerky on/off 
throttle manipulations couldn’t dis- 
TAPI the smporh pperadion, , | 
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Stopping, whether routine or get- 
ting on the brakes hard, with the 
GS650G is a smooth operation. The 
double slotted discs on the front and 
the single slotted disc on the rear pro- 
vide positive stopping power. The 
front brake requires very little pres- 
sure from two finger operation to 
slow you down. 

The whole package fits together 
very nicely. However, there were some 
things which could be changed to 
add even more to the bike. The seat is 
noton a hinge opening arrangement. 
If you want to check underneath you 
must remove the entire seat and set it 
on the ground or elsewhere. You 
replace it by lining up the two hooks 
on the front with those on the frame 
and then line up the bar on the back 
with the seat lock. The removal/re- 
placement can become an irritating 
job. The seat is vulnerable to damage 
while not on the bike. In addition, 
there is no space whatsoever under- 
neath the seat for storage of even the 
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smallest items. 

Bungee cords can come in very 
handy — provided you have a place 
to hook them to. The rear section on 
the Suzuki doesn’t lend itself to bun- 
gee cord users. 

The kickstand is nearly straight up 
and down, allowing the bike to sit in 
a position from which it could very 
easily topple over. We found our- 
selves actually pulling the bike toward 
us, whenever it was put on the side- 
stand, as a precaution. Of course, if 
you use the centerstand then you 
don’t have that problem. 

In conclusion, we found the 
GS650G to have a few shortcomings, 
but these were made up for by the 
total package. This is a bike you can 
swear by, not at. 

If you’re in the market for a bike 
you can save some bucks on the 
$2,999 GS650G list price by heading 
down to your Suzuki dealer and ask- 
ing about the factory rebate sale. The 
sale is on through September 30. e

Rattlesnake 100

Husqvarna's Terry Cunningham, closing fast 
on his first National Championship title, 
sliced through 112 miles of trail aboard his 
420 Automatic with a loss of 25 points for his 


sixth National win of the sea- 
son. Can-Am rider John Mar- 


was nine points off Cunning- 
12 tin, who placed-second overall, 





- ham'space. Mark Hyde, a Husky team-. - 


mate of Cunningham’s, took third 


overall just three points behind Mar- 
tin. 

Sitting on the back of the big yel- 
low traveling Husky workshop/truck 
after the run, Cunningham fielded 
questions from the Husky faithful 
concerning their machine problems 
plus an occasional tip on how togoa 
little faster. He also managed to work 


in a few general comments about the - 


run. “It was a tough enduro,” said 
Cunningham. “They had a lot of 
good land, tight woods, rocky hills, 
watercrossings, open fields and mea- 
dows. All rideable stuff, yet there 
were minimal road miles. It was the 
kind of run that’s won with the throt- 
tle and not at the emergency check. I 
liked it.” 

Breaking intoa smile, Cunningham 
added, “Hey, I’ve got six down and 
two to go (in reference to his six 
National wins). Then, itll be one 
title down and seven to go to catch 
Burleson.” 

Mike Melton liked the run, but not 
the results as he saw the point spread 
widen between himself and Cun- 
ningham. Melton, through ten of the 
12 checks in the 112 mile enduro, was 
only three minutes off the pace witha 
count of 15 to Cunningham’s 12. 
Then he had a major problem after 
wiping out his rear brake rod on one 
of the rocky downhills and lost 27 
points through the last 25 miles and 
final two checks to Cunningham’s 16. 
Melton finished sixth overall. Mike 
said, “It’s always rough to ride with- 
out a rear brake, but these trails were 
just too tough. I kept scaring myself.” 

Checks 11 and 12 will be where this 
enduro is decided,” said DesMoines 
Enduro M.C. president Jim Ross 
before the event. “With a good ride 
and everything being just right, the 
AA riders could zero the first ten 
checks. They won’t zero that last 25 
miles. It’s all woods. We did it that 
way so the B riders would.have a good 
ride and if they houred out it would 
be at the end of the run. You’ve got to 
take care of the B riders.” 

John Fero, a team Suzuki rider 
aboard a PE175, dropped 38 for fourth 
overall and attested to the difficulty 
of the final 50 mile loop. ‘Hey, I was 
ready for a break, but the woods just 
kept going on.” 

The deep woods didn’t present the 
problems for the California contin- 
gency the mid-west folks expected. 
David Bertram took first in the Open 
class with a big-bore Husky while 
Jeff Irwin, on an Open class Honda 
took third. Matt Cullins guided a 
Yamaha IT175 in for third in the 
200cc A class. When asked about 
being a long way from home Bertram 
said, “Normally we wouldn't come 
this far, but it's late in the season and 
we need the points.” 

Kawasaki team captain Jack Pen- 
ton was asked, before the event, if he 
thought this would be another think- 
ing riders run. He responded, “The 
thinking riders run business if fine as 
long as you ride fast.” 

Jack's team would ride fast, but 
that wouldn't be enough. Drew Smith, 
with a great ride going, ran out of gas 
within three-tenths of a mile of the 
final check. By the time Penton, who 
had lost a rear brake rod in the second 
loop, came by with some gas Drew 
was down too many minutes. 

Fritz Kadlec, the third member of 
Team Kawasaki, pulled into the gas 
stop at the end of the first loop and 
displayed a rapidly swelling right 
hand. “I was really cooking down a 
long, straight trail when I saw the 
arrows for a right hand turn. I locked 
everything up and threw it sideways 
and boom, the next thing I know I’m 
rolling around on the ground. Some 
guy had T-boned me. I just had my 
right knee operated on six weeks ago 


- and if I hadn’t been wearing a knee- 


brace I think it would have been 
broken. As it was, I was afraid to put 
any weight on the knee. I don'tknow 
about the hand—it's not working too 
good.” Kadlec continued to ride, 
dropping 49 and finishing seventh 
overall. 

John Wharen, who dropped 55 
points aboard a Kawasaki for the first 
place trophy in the 250c A class, was 
found diligently checking the scores 
for the 200cc B's and was asked if he 
had forgotten what he had ridden. 
“No, I know what I rode and how I 
finished, but that doesn't mean a 
thing. What's important is how the 
boy did.” The boy, Kevin Wharen, 
did all right and picked up an eighth 
place trophy. 

Another father/son team, Jerry 
Stewart Śr. and Jr., shouldn't have 
any arguments about their riding 
abilities for each took third in their 
respective classes—Senior and 125cc A. 

Dennis Schenk picked up the Senior 
class win and, combined with John 
Dameron's 200cc A win and Robert 
Schnathorst's second in the 250cc A 
class, earned the Burlington Valley 
Dusters M.C. the best club finish in 
the event. 

Overall B rider Ray Meyer, aboard 
a KTM 250, became an instant A rider 
when he posted a score of 74. Younger 
brother John Meyer, also mounted 
on a KTM 250 said he was proud of 
Ray and thankful he won overall B 
for now his score of 87 would take 
first place in the 250cc B class. 

. Jim Stanfield, youngest brother of 
the racing Stanfields, misplaced 67 
points for the first place trophy in the 
125cc A class aboard a Grandview, 
Missouri, Husky. Second place Mark 
Hosbach, a working. member of the 
Illinois-Kentucky Enduro Riders 
Association combined business with 
pleasure and gave one indication 
why the Black Coal National has 
been a success over the years. He 
spent considerable time quizzing club 
members as to not only what they did 
in organizing the event, but also why. 

The sign-up and trophy presenta- 
tion was at the Madison County Fair- 
grounds which is a sparkling clean, 
roomy complex with generous camp- 
ing space. Club president Jim Ross 
said, ' We've got our application in 
for a National next year. We can get 
the Fairgrounds as a start area and 
already members have come up with 
some new twists for the run.” 

Oh yes, Ron Ribolzi, resident wit 
for the AA riders, said during the rid- 
ers meeting, “If you come up on a 
ribbon during the run that rattles, 
don’t follow it.” ®

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World Championship Observed Trials Series: Round 10 


Lejeune crowned World Champion in Finland 


By Mike Rapley 


TAMMISSARI, FINLAND, SEPT.5 
Eddy Lejeune, the 20-year-old 
Belgian, clinched the first 
Trials World Championship 
for Honda and himself when 
he took a convincing victory in the 
tenth round of the 12 round series at 
Tammissari, on Finland’s south 
coast. 

Lejeune’s win was his seventh of 
this year’s series, and even though 
there are still two rounds to be held in 
Sweden and Poland, Lejeune can’t be 
beaten in the point standings. 


American Bernie Schreiber, Le- 
jeune’s closest rival, had a poor day 
and finished tenth, due primarily to 
an injured arm sustained in an area 
trial. Even if Schreiber wins the next 
tworounds on his SWM, and Lejeune 
fails to score, with both riders fin- 
ishing on the same number of points, 
then Lejeune would still be the winner 
for he has the greater number of wins. 

But Schreiber, even though he has 
no chance of regaining the title, still 
has every chance of maintaining his 
second place. He has to keep ahead of 
defending champion Gilles Burgat, 
who is just ten points behind the 


Californian. 

Once again, the trial in Finland 
was hard with 22 sections set out over 
a 13 mile route. At the completion of 
the first of the two laps, Burgat was 
the clear leader with a handy five 
marks in hand over Toni Gorgot, 
who in turn was just one ahead of 
Lejeune. 

But when rain came down and 
turned the already difficult trial into 
a much harder affair, Lejeune came 
into his own, finding the four-stroke 
Honda’s ability to find grip in gripless 
situations so much better than his 
two-stroke rivals. Lejeune pulled out

At approximately 8 a.m. on the morning of 
September 20, the first American in the 25 
rider U.S. contingent to the 57th Interna- 
tional Six Days Enduro in Povaska Bysterica, 


Czechoslovakia, will kick his 
bike to life and begin the first 
of six grueling days on trails 
which wind through and 


around the Tatra Mountains. He and 
the other U.S. riders will be cheered 
on and supported by a small conting- 
ent of hard core ISDE enthusiasts, 
wives or girlfriends, parents and 
friends. Six days and approximately 
1,100 miles later, those with the skill, 
strength, determination and good luck 
to finish will receive a gold, silver or 
bronze medal to reward them for 
their efforts in competing in what is 
known as 'the Olympics of motor- 
cycling.” 

1982 marks the ninth time Czecho- 
slovakia has played host country to 


the ISDE and this year’s event will 
return to the site of the 1977 editiion, 
Povaska Bystrica. The event is a show- 
case of Czech organization which 
includes help from the armed forces, 
local militia, and scores of ‘‘volun- 
teers” from every profession and area 
throughout the country who are 
drafted into jobs because of their 
knowledge of foreign languages. In 
all, over 350 riders from nearly 20 
nations will be competing. 

The Czechs, a powerhouse in the 
early and mid-1970's, have had to 
take a backseat to the Italians in the 
past few years. The Italian Trophy 
team has collected wins in the last 
three events and would like nothing 
better than to beat the Czechs on their 
home ground. 





In the United States the ISDE is not 
a showcase sport. It never has been, 
and perhaps never will be, but there 
is a small dedicated contingent of 
riders who enjoy the concept and are 
willing to spend upwards of $4,000 
—in the case of a privateer, and that 
doesn’t include the cost of qualifying 
—just to have a shot at winning a 
medal. There are no monetary 
rewards. With the withdrawal of Kaw- 
asaki, Suzuki and Yamaha from active 
support of the event and fielding fac- 
tory supported riders, the event now 
lives on the support of the European 
manufacturers—most notably Husq- 
varna, KTM and Maico. 


Barry Higgins, the veteran of this 
year’s squad with nine years expe- 
rience behind him, including Czecho- 
slovakia '77, summed up his reasons 
for riding the ISDE: “It’s a challenge, 
a personal challenge where man, 
machine and the elements come 
together. You get a tremendous sense 
of self satisfaction from finishing. 
However, I can honestly say I’ve 
never really figured out why riders 
from the U.S. compete. There is rela- 
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tively little recognition from the press 
and the manufacturers don’t capitalize 
on good performances for advertising 
purposes so it has to be the urge to be 
one of a select group competing in a 
select event with the best riders from 
nearly 20 nations. How do you stack 
up against the rest and have you 
improved since the year before are the 
questions a rider asks himself, and 
only he knows the answers.” 


John Morgan, head of Suzuki's off- 
road program until the company with- 
drew its support last year, will be 
team manager of the U.S. squad. 
Morgan was the manager of our 
Trophy Team in 1980 and '81. His 
five year background in the ISDE 
stands him well for coordinating the 
efforts of the 25 rider squad. More- 
over, Morgan was in Czechoslovakia 
in 1977 which proved to be "an invalu- 
able learning experience.” 

“I believe one of the key things our 
riders will have to remember is that 
they must ride as alertly as possible. 
The Czech terrain isn’t tremendously 
hard and we should be riding basically 
the same trails we rode in 1977. The 











riders who went to Italy or France for 

their first ISDE are in for a big sur- 
prise because this isn't going to be a 
road ride. I imagine most riders will 
be shocked at the number of check- 
points the Czechs will have. The rid- 
ers will literally be checked to death 
and this is partof the Czech strategy— 
tight checks so a rider can't get a 
rhythm, a trail pace going. 

“I’m tickled to death with the 
Trophy Team selection and with 
Dick Burleson being team manager. 
Dick was in Czecho and he knows 
what kind of event they put on, 
which is a great help since none of 
the riders on the team rode there. The 
support problems are minimized by 
the fact the team is all on one marque 
—Husqvarna. I feel we've got a great 
match-up of mud riders and hill- 
climbers which is what we need. I'd 
say Ed Lojak, Scot Hardin and Wally 
Wilson are really good at climbing 

anything that gets in their way. Cun- 
ningham literally prays for rain and 
bad weather. Melton doesn’t care one 
way or another because he can ride it 
all. Mark Hyde is an Ohio mud 





runner and Lojak doesn’t mind the 


weather, either. I’m not wishing bad 
luck on anybody, but I think we 
would have an advantage if we were 
to get a couple of days of bad weather. 

“Tf our Vase team has a weakness it 
would be spares support for Yamaha 
riders Larry Roeseler and Chuck 
Miller. Aside from that, the team is 
also a strong one with Husky riders 
Kevin Hines and Ron Ribolzi round- 
ing out the foursome. 

“T strongly feel we will be able to 
have more riders finish this year than 
we did last time when 12 of 37 col- 
lected medals. I hope we can improve 
upon the fourth place finish our 
Trophy Team registered in Czecho in 
1977. The Vase Team was tenth. We 
should be able to improve on that.” 

Only three riders on our 25 rider 
squad have ridden Czechoslovakia 
before: Kevin LaVoie collected a 
bronze medal, Higgins DNF day five 
because of a collapsed rear wheel, and 
Bobby Pearce broke a collarbone in 
an accident on day one. 

Notably absent from the U.S. team 
are some of our most talented and 
experienced riders. The reasons they 
are not riding are many and varied. 
Some did not.attempt to qualify, 
some didn’t qualify high enough to 
make the team while others qualified 
but relinquished their spots. For some, 
it was beyond their finances to make 
the trip. In some cases, the thrill of 
riding the ISDE has lost its allure. 
Dick Burleson, Jack Penton, Drew 
Smith, Frank Stacy, John Martin, 
Jeff Fredette, Mike Rosso, Rod Bush, 
Carl Cranke, Frank Gallo, Darryl 
Kuenzer and Dane Leimbach all come 
to mind as strong riders who are not 
competing in the ISDE this year.

Roessler, Peterson reach new 
heights at DeAnza HC

SUNNYMEAD, CA, SEPT. 4-5 


The promise of $25,000 in purse and con- 
tingencies brought hillclimbing's biggest 


guns to DeAnza Cycle Park to take aim at a: 


hill designed to be unclimbable. Keith 


Roessler was the only rider to 
crest the hill, aided by 970cc of 
overbored Honda 900 to make 
the climb, although, Kerry 
Peterson took home the lion's share 
of the weekend's purse. Peterson rode 
three classes on three different brands 
of bikes. 

The largest purse ever advertised 
for a hillclimb brought out the riders, 
but the hill and the event drew good 
comments from the riders. Unfortu- 
nately, theevent was marred by reports 


that winners’ checks were being re- 
turned unpaid. Also unfortunate was 
the fact, according to Bob DeRosa, 
the reports were true. 

Peterson, who talked to the promo- 
ter Bob Glazier of Cher Shell, said, 
“Apparently, the riders who got to 
the bank before the promoter did, got 
paid. The promoter says that every- 
one will get their money, and since he 
(Glazier) has something to do with 
next year’s Widowmaker and Billings 
hillclimbs, he will probably pay off 


„or get hurt on those events.” DeAnza 


owner Doug Hall called in a quote, 
“Everyone who received a check with 
a hold on it was also sent a registered 
letter. They will receive their money 
as soon as the promoter gets out of 
the hospital, where he is undergoing 
open-heart surgery.” 


Almost as exciting as watching the 


hillclimb itself was taking a gander 
at some of the highly modified and 
exotic machinery. Some were simple, 
backyard specials, while others were 
expensive, high-powered, two-wheel- 
ed tractors. Many handcrafted frames 
sported huge Harley-Davidson, Tri- 
umph and more exotic Jawa and 
Maley motors, normally seen on 
speedway bikes. Even a few four- 
cylinders did their best to conquer the 
hill. Other bizarre features found on 
some of the bikes were: dune-buggy 
tires, rims without tires, nitro burn- 
ing motors and three-shock rear sus- 
pensions. 

Probably the most awesome bike at 
the event was Kerry Peterson’s nitro- 
fed, John Bjorkman wrenched Har- 


ley. When Peterson first rode the 
machine, it had too much horse- 
power for him to handle. So Peterson 
had to “‘de-tune”’ the big Harley to 
make it somewhat manageable. 

On Saturday, Roessler took his 
Ray Brindos tuned, 970cc Honda to 
the top of the mountain on his first 
attempt in the Open Exhibition class. 

“Momentum is the key,” Roessler 
exclaimed after his ride to the top, 
“Momentum gets you up the hill, not 
sheer horsepower.” 

Roessler had in mind the base of 
the hill when he spoke. The bottom 
turned into an ocean of axle-deep 
powder which formed throughout 
the day. This caused slow runs at the 
foot of the summit, reducing the 
much-needed momentum near the 
top. 

Deep trenches were formed by roto- 
tiller rear-wheels, causing the hill to 
become quite gnarly. 

Roessler came out of the starting 
chute on the gas, all 970cc of it send- 
ing a geyser of dirt and dust into the 








air, hit the mid-point of the hill with 
speed, then proceeded to inch his way 
up-and-over the top. 

Roessler also made it over the top 
on a Honda in the Open Stock class 
on the main hill's little sister run, 
used for the stock divisions. The class 
win went to Roessler followed by 
Ron Standeven (Hon) and James 
Brindos (H-D). 

By far the crowd favorite was Peter- 
son. Peterson took the win in the 
250cc and 500cc Exhibition classes, 
but his chances of a grand-slam week- 
end eluded him when his luck ran 
sour in the Open Exhibition divi- 
sion. Peterson used a Maico to win 
the 250s, while a Jawa helped him 
take the victory in the 500s. 

By Sunday afternoon, the class that 
everyone had been waiting for was 
about to begin — the final of the 
Open Exhibition, or Unlimited class. 

The first few riders to attempt the 
hill had a rough time negotiating the 
tough, powdery section, never mak- 
ing a real challenge at the hill. Then 
it was Peterson's turn. He showed 
everyone how it was supposed to be 
done by powering his Harley over the 
soft stuff, over daring lines never 
before used, and up the hill. Peterson 
looked as though he would be the 
second man over the top, but his Har- 
ley hit.an unexpected bump, pitch- 
ing it into the air. In the process, his 
bike tossed the chain while the mighty 
Harley pounded him into the ground. 
Peterson took his time and got up 
slowly, luckily he raised his arm sig- 
naling that he wasn’t through with 
the hill yet. 

When Roessler started to make his 
first bid, he found himself heading 
up the wrong hill. Out of habit, 
Roessler set himself after the stock 
hill, but, realizing his mistake, he 
quickly pointed his Honda in the 
right direction. However, his error 
cost him any chances of clearing the 
top. 

Harley-Davidson mounted Steve 
Stith put in a fine ride, clearing the 
250-foot mark, keeping in contention 
with the leaders. 

Peterson’s only chance to take the 
win was simple — he had to clear the 
top. If anyone could do it with the 
pressure on, it would be two-time 
Widowmaker Champ Peterson. The 
crowd did their best to encourage the 
Champ, but all that Peterson could 
do was best his first run by 20 feet. 

Roessler could only match his 
second try with his first. However, it 
was enough to hold on to his lead 
over Peterson and Stith. 

The only rider to stand in Roessler’s 
way to victory was Stith. If Stith 
could roll over the peak, he would 
walk away with the win and top dol- 
lar. The pressure was on. Stith did a 
fantastic job keeping his Harley in 
control over the powder, deep trenches 
and sharp ridges as he labored his 
way towards the top. But he finally 
reached his limit and came to a sud- 
den stop after a great ride. 

Roessler took the King of the 
Mountain crown while Stith’s con- 
sistent riding claimed second. Peter- 
son had to settle for third while Bob 
Day Jr. (Tri) took fourth. ©

WEST GREENWICH, RI, AUG. 28 
SWM’s Bernie Schreiber, with 
ahealthy 10 mark margin over 
his closest competition, closed 
the door on the rest of the entry 
as the National Championship 
Observed Trials Series circuit swung 
into its eastern tour and the final four 
rounds of the ‘82 season.

- score headed up a nationwide and 


Canadian contingent of riders that 
gathered at the Stepping Stone 
Stables to test their skill in the Central 
Cycle Club’s boulders, mud and sand 
sections. 

Defending National Champion 


20 Curt Comer led the rest of the group 


in the Championship class with a 31 
score. Comer rides a Montesa. Jack 
Stites.slid into third with a 34 on his 
Fantic to put the Florida Tryals Shope 
on the honor roll, just ahead of 
Californian Dwaine Walters, who 
logged a 36.8, riding an Italjet. 
Alabamian Steve McNeal, on a Fantic, 
followed with 39, a good jump ahead 
of Montesa mounted New Yorker 
Don Sweet. 

Sweet, who is pretty much retired 
from the circuit except for eastern 
events, now runs the family oil 
business and a part time trials shop. 
He was for many seasons the most 
popular contender on the scene as a 
continual runner-up to five-time 
National Champion Marland 
Whaley. 

Sections one through three posed 
little problem for most of the riders as 
they got warmed up to the terrain. 
Sweet logged a five on section one to 
set him off the pace a bit, but by the 
time he and the rest of the riders got 
to sections four and five, they were 
well warmed up and making few 
mistakes. 

The promoters of the contest made 


a few mistakes, however, in their. 


failure to draw spectator routes on 
their course map or give each spectator 
a pedometer so as to follow an 
instruction sheet calculated in tenths 
of a mile. As a result, spectators were 
milling all over, trying to find 
sections. 

Section six was close by the rocky 
stream bed that made up the preced- 
ing double section and offered a twis- 
ting hillclimb. Schreiber, Comer, 
Walters, Adams and Stites all got 
cleans here. Kavanaugh started a 
parade of riders with a two-point 
loss, the average here for the New 
England Trials Association riders.

Rocks in the Rhode Island sections 
are small, the average is two to three- 
feet in diameter with an occasional 
larger one. They are strewn up the 
hillsides like some huge giant dropped 
a string of marbles and then the lush 
woodland covered them with moss 
and surrounded them with mud and 
water. The area is basically a lowland 
with sandy soil. 

Schreiber said, “It was pretty tough. 
Some places on the trail route were 
tougher than the sections.” The route 
from section to section was almost 
entirely in the woods with no road, so 
riders had to really hustle to make 
two loops in five hours plus an hour 
of grace. 

After a swing to the east to sections 
seven through 13, some real point 
stealers from even the most seasoned 
competitors, it was back to the ridge 
area and several Championship class 
only sections. Section 14 was a tor- 
tuous slimy rock climb up a stream 
bed and then a run down the hill out 
of the section and into section 15. 
That offered a similar rocky climb up 
into the foundation of an ancient 
mill over the granite blocks that once 
comprised a sluiceway. 

Schreiber cleaned section 15, while 
Morgan Kavanaugh took a real header 
for a five. Sweet, Comer, Mike Komer 
and Walters also cleaned it and moved 
on to two nasty rocky hillclimbs that 
made up sections 16 and 17. These 
carried the riders up into the parking 
lots of an abandoned, overgrown State 
Park's camping area, then down a 
fireroad to the nearly impossible 
section 18. This section has been used 
before in champ events and is a real 
heartbreaker and point grabber. 

“Tt was a fine event,” said Stites. “I 
had to hurry a bit to finish.” Most of 
the riders went into their grace period 





and lost additional points which were 
added in with their marks to the day’s 
results. ©

I was challenged by 
the sections, but I didn't trash my 
bike or my body. What more could 
you ask for?” Other riders said the 
event was great, while yet another 
segment replied “no comment.” The 
wide range of reactions to the event 
may mean that a split section format 
in some sections may be the way to go 
in the future.

Montesa sponsored Curt Comer 
was in contention for overall until 
the third and final loop, when a freak 
accident relegated Comer to fourth 
overall. A bee flew into Comer's throat 
and stung him, leaving him off the 
pace for the remainder of the day. 
Comer tallied 70.4 marks. 

The event was sponsored by the 
Volunteer Riders M.C. and the South- 
eastern Trials Riders Association, and 
was a quality run from start to finish. 
The two organizations decided to 
host the event only six months prior, 
and most of the responsibility fell on 
the shoulders of Volunteer Riders 
club member Dan Faulkner. A nine 
mile loop, cut into some of the same 
rocky and hilly sections used for the 
Tellico Plains One-Day ISDE Quali- 
fier, was run three times. Twenty 
observed sections were posted, with 
sections 5, 7, 11, 16, 17 and 20 marked 
for Championship class riders only. 

Some sections made quite a reputa- 
tion for themselves. Section four was 
routed up a stream bed, where riders 
had to fight oncoming water and 
jump up two steep steps, all the while 
working their way over boulders and 
around sink holes. Section 16 was 
called “Every which way but loose” 
and many riders got loose in that 
area. Section 18 was 'Montana's 
revenge” where 24 club members spent 
six hours moving rocks and boulders 
to create challenging obstacles. The 
sponsoring groups hosted a National 
last year and one other club trials 
previous to this run, and seem to have 
caught on to what trials ridefs desire. 
Most entrants felt the loop offered a 
wide range of terrain which gave a 
first hand view of the Smoky Moun- 
tains. 

Top ranked Championship class 
riders were seeded in the middle of 
the starting order, surrounded by rid- 
ers in the remaining Sportsman, High 
School, Senior and Super Senior 
classes. Stites’ troubles began after 
the first Championship section. “I 
stayed there a long time, watching 
everyone's lines,” said Stites, “and I 
was the last of the bunch to go 
through. All the Sportsman and other 
class riders got in front of me, and I 
had to wait in line through the next 
four or five sections. I had to go as fast 
as I could on the trails; I just about 
wore out sixth gear.” 

Many of the riders looked smooth 
through tough sections, but some 
had it tougher than others. Cham- 
pionship rider Keith Adams was sport- 
ing a few broken ribs from a crash at 
the New York National, which ran 
two days before the Tennessee round. 
“I crashed in New York and hit my 
chest so hard on the bars that the bars 
bent,” said Adams. “I didn’t get up 
for a long time after that.” Adams 
piloted his SWM to seventh overall 
with a 80.2 mark loss. 

Vance Walker made the trip from 
Oregon to ride the East Coast Na- 
tionals, and he had a shot at the High 
School class championship if he won 
in Tennessee. A severely sprained left 
ankle looked to put Walker out of it,

but he wouldn’t let that be decided 
until he handed his score card in at 
the finish. Walker dropped 62 on his 
SWM for third overall behind winner 
Mike West, who dropped 55 on a 
Fantic, and Dave Thomas who 
dropped 58 ona Montesa. Walker fell 
short of the class title, but he never 
fell short on effort. 

The Sportsman class was won by 
Vermont's Ron Commo, on a Mon- 
tesa. “I won my class today, and I 
think I got it (class title) for the year. 
It was a super loop, the best this year. 
Sometimes the trees got a little tight, 
but you just had to slow down,”’ said 
Commo, who dropped 41 marks. 

Bultaco riders Bud Mylerberg and 
Bill Thompson kidded each other 
after the run as to who was the most 
tired, but both were true competitors 
and won the Senior and Super Senior 
classes, respectively. The pair traveled 
to the race from Washington state, 
and said their eastern journey had 
been worth all the miles. 

Bernie Schreiber, the 1980 Trials 
World Champion, decided to ride 
some of the Nationals this year after a 
two year absence. He had the National 
title neatly sewed up before the New 
York round, with five wins in the best 
of five series. Schreiber didn’t attend 
the New York and Tennessee runs 
due to obligations in Europe and left 
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the points chase for second overall to 
Stites, Comer and Morgan Kava- 
naugh. Comer and Stites ran 1-2 at 
the New York round, and Stites had 
51 points (his four best runs) to 
Comer’s 44 going into the final. Kava- 
naugh went in with 39. 


Stites successfully held his second 
overall slot, and held no hard feelings 
against the rider who took the title. “I 
don’t feel bad about Bernie running 
the Nationals this year and winning,” 
said Stites. ' He's better than me, and 
I sure don’t feel back running second 
to him.” a

Fun time 500thumper

Technology marches on these days to the 
tunes of turbos, multi-cylinders, cylinders 
that swirl, computers that flash, front ends 
that don’t dive, rear suspension that can be 


felt if not seen, et cetera, etc. 
Have we lost the premise of a 
basic motorcycle with an en- 
gine, frame, handlebars and 
two wheels? 

No, we haven’t, and in Honda’s 
new 500cc four-stroke single street 
machine, the FT500 Ascot, is a breath 
of fresh air in the motorcycle market. 
It’s clean, simple, very attractive and 
fun to ride. Lots of fun. 

The fun comes in riding the light- 
weight, narrow, torquey machine over 
challenging, twisty roads. To our 
mind, it’s one of the best handling 
motorcycles we’ve ever encountered. 

But point the Ascot at a straight 
stretch of road, especially a long one, 
and impressions change. The thum- 
per’s forte is torque, not power, and 
vibration will get to the rider, even 
with an effective counter-balancer. 


First impressions 


The first impression of the FT500 
is that it’s one neat-looking motorcy- 
LIE 
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stopper, with grey and white accents 
on the tank. The nicely-sculptured 
tank meets plastic sidepanels and 
rear section/fender in a way that sug- 
gests the lean look of a flat tracker. 
The black chrome exhaust system 
features the dual head pipes collect- 
ing into one pipe with a fat mega- 
phone ending things out back. 

The Ascot rider who takes his 
machine to the store or toa restaurant 
will emerge and discover a crowd 
examining the bike. It happened to 
us 90% of the time. 

Jumping on the bike, the first 
thing that gets noticed is how narrow 
the machine is. Compared to some 
street bikes of our acquaintance, this 
machine feels like a trials bike. The 
low and narrow clubman bars feel 
just right for the bike. The seat height 
was acceptably low for the short- 
statured among us, but taller riders 
would later say that they felt cramped 
on the bike.

“He FT 50 is the only bike we've 
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ridden recently that we approached 
with helmet and jacket already on. 
The familiar four-stroke single of 
XR/XL heritage starts easily will full 
choke on, and then the choke can be 
reduced by half in a manner of 
seconds, and then completely off in a 
few more moments. Rather than the 
kickstarter and automatic compres- 
sion release of its off-road kindrid, 
the FT features a compact electric 
starter mounted behind the cylinder 
head. 

The motor displaces 498cc, and 
fuel is fed through a constant-velocity 
35mm carburetor with accelerator 
pump to the four-valve head. Each of 
the exhaust ports has its own header 
pipe. 

Power passes to the rear wheel viaa 
five-speed gearbox and chain drive. 
The box section swingarm features 
chain adjustments via inserts in the 
axle holes. 

Pull in the effortless clutch, put in 
gear and let the clutch out. Engage- 
ment is smooth and the bike is very 
difficult to stall in first. Coming off a 
stop, the first thing you notice is the 
torgue. Just like a tractor. Power is 
right of idle, and it will chug along so 
slowly you can almost feel the indi- 
vidual power pulses. On the road, the 
Ascot usually doesn’t care what gear 
it’s IN.

While power off the bottom end is 
authoritive, output on the other end 
of the rpm scale is nothing to wire 
home about. We reached the 7,000 
rpm redline with regularity, just 
keeping up with traffic. To the Ascot’s 
credit, it will pull redline in fifth gear 
and top 85 mph, unlike another 500cc 
single that we had ina few years back. 

Vibration is surprisingly low-key 
considering the size of the piston. 
Credit here is due to a counter- 
balancer driven off the crank. How- 
ever, the counter-balancer can only 
do so much, and hands, fingers and 
hind ends tingled after a 30-minute 
ride. The vibration also means you 
should keep an eye on the nuts and 
bolts. We lost a header pipe retaining 
bolt after putting about 1000 miles 
on our test unit. Before the bike was 
ridden again, nylon locknuts appear- 
ed on all four such bolts. 

While the vibration got to the fas- 
teners, the mirrors were surprisingly 
clear. While up in that area, we must 
report that the light clutch was a 
delight to use, and the six-speed gear- 
box you use in conjunction with it, 
was the smoothest-shifting tranny 
we've ever experienced from a Honda 
street machine. 

While you can live with the bike as 
a back and forth to work commuter, 
its soul lies in the weekend twisties. 











The lightweight, narrow profile, good 
ground clearance, solid frame and 
excellent brakes make sport riding 
the FT a genuine pleasure. 


The front end, suspended by an 
air-assisted telescopic fork assembly 
with 37mm tubes, works fabulously. 
The suspension responds well to road 
irregularities and sticks well in cor- 
ners. Also on the front end of the 
motorcycle is a single disc brake. It 
features the dual piston caliper of the 
bigger CB750/900, and we have en- 
countered no better production whoa- 
unit. It’s strong, requires minimal 
lever pressure, and gives good feed- 
back. More than one staffer has been 
eyeing the brake with the idea of put- 
ting it on their personal machine. 


The front end also sports an alum- 
inum fork brace. It’s well-finished, 
but we’re not sure the bike really 
needs it. 


Straddling the Ascot after riding 
four-cylinder machines gives the im- 
pression of piloting a broomstick. 
It’s narrow and lean, and witha weel- 
thought-out riding position, attack- 
ing curves seems the natural thing to 
do. Ground clearance was great, and 
only the most banzai of our test crew 








was able to scrape anything at all. 


On the back end hangs another 
great dual caliper disc, and the box 
section swingarm seems strong 
enough to work on a KZ1300. The 


` rear shocks, however, were not that 


impressive. The springs worked fine 
on the number two (of five) preload 
setting, but the damping and rebound 
of the gas charged shocks didn’t quite 
hit the mark. 


Yokohama tires come stock on the 
FT500. We had no real complaints, 
but a few of us wondered aloud about 
how the Ascot would perform with 
really sticky aftermarket rubber. 


Vibration aside, rider comfort was 
good. The handlebars are well shaped 
for sport ridign, and the seat to peg 
relationship was fine for most. The 
seat was a little sparse, but without 
the vibration, perhaps we wouldn’t 
have noticed. 


Allin all, we really liked the Ascot. 
One staffer liked it enough to buy one. 
For a second motorcycle, we’d jump 
at it too, but with the profusion of 
550s around that tackle the canyons 
as well as the long haul, we’d hesitate 
to make it our only bike. 


But we'd never hesitate to ride it...©

28th Annual Kauai 
Hare ’n Hound

KAUAI, HI, SEPT. 5 

Pat Quel has laid out a lot of 
trail for Hare ’n Hounds over 
the years, and at the Friday 
night riders meeting in Kapaa 


for this year’s 28th annual race, he 
told the riders this would be his last. 
“I want you guys to remember me,” 
he told them “when you're riding 
this trail, remember my name.” Well, 
a lot of riders couldn’t finish the race 
because it was so tough, and they 
remembered Patrick Quel when they 
were dying in the woods. 

Eighty-four riders started the race, 
racing down the beach across from 
Kealia store. David Amorin streaked 
off to an early lead, closely followed 
by Nicky Levinthol. Pat Gouveia 
worked his way through traffic and 
caught Nicky by the halfway point, 
two minutes behind Amorin. The 
rest of the riders were finding the 
hills unmakable, and that the down- 
hills required crashing just to make it 
to the bottom. 

The trail covered mostly guava 
forest, with slick off-cambers the rule. 
After a few bikes used up what little 
traction there was, the rest of the pack 
fought the slick mud foot-by-foot. 
Occasional stream crossing broke the 
off-camber monotony, and the hill 
before the second gas check deterio- 
rated to requiring a six man team 
with rope to push and drag the bikes 


to- the -top:-Amorin, Gouveia- and... 


Levinthol finished 1-2-3, and only 
Ricky Garcia and Keoki Rapozo fin- 
ished within an hour after the top 
three. 

The trails got progressively worse, 
and cutoff times at the gas checks 
were enforced to keep riders from 
spending the night on the trail. If 
riders didn’t pass the second gas check 
by 12:30, they weren’t permitted to 
continue. The Garden Island Motor- 
cycle Club, promoters of the race, had 
a walkie-talkie checkpoint after check 
18. When Amorin, Gouveia and Lev- 
inthol had already finished the race 
with all 30 checks, only four other 
riders had even passed checkpoint 18 
— Garcia, Rapozo, Silverio Pegeder 
Jr. and Ricky Ochoco. Those four 
riders finished fourth through sev- 
enth overall. 

All in all, 22 riders managed to 
cross the finish line completing the 
whole course — and three-fourths of 
the entrants dropped out. 

The trophies for the Hare ’n Hound 
are huge and well deserved. The 
overall winner, David Amorin, when 
asked about the difficulty of the course 
replied, “It was perfect. I only had to 
push up one hill, and that was right 
at the end. The lauhala and mud 
packed up the wheels so badly you 
had to gas it on the off-camber down- 
hills to keep the rear wheel from lock- 
ing up and sliding off the edge.” 
Nicky Levinthol said of the lauhala 
mud, “You grab a guava stick and 
clean off the rear wheel for traction, 
then one hill later you grab another 
stick and clean it off all over again.” 
Everyone agreed it was a rough year, 
and that they’ll be back next year to

Amorin scores 
Hawaii number one 
MX Plate

David Amorin, already carry- 
ing the number one plate for 
the island of Kauai, proved he 
deserves his number by disap- 


pearing from the other 250cc Experts 
in the annual Inter-Island Hawaii 
State Championship race. David went 
wire to wire in both motos, riding for 
Two Wheels and Amsoil, to capture 
the Championship for this year, turn- 
ing consistent 3:09 laps on the long 
and tricky course. 

Hagi Alexander of Oahu was the 
only non-Kauai based rider to grab 
gold; He easily won both motos of 
the 125cc Expert class on his Yamaha 
of Hawaii 125. Hagi turned 3:18s, but 
the three-way battle for second had 
the crowd on their feet. Billy Car- 
vahlo swapped second with Jojo Cas- 
pillo throughout the first moto as 
Bert Uyeda worked his way up to 
fourth. 

Second moto saw Bert getting by 
Billy early, but he couldn’t get around 
Jojo, even by showing him a front 
wheel in every corner. Jojo took 
second overall on his Honda, Billy 
third (Yam) and Bert fourth (Yam). 

Rumors abounded about a ringer 
in the Open Expert class. An ex-Pro 
from the mainland, Doug Boyd who 
now lives in Kona, was riding a bor- 
rowed CR480 to take on Oahu’s 
number one, Stu Whittingham. 
Coming over the hill after the long, 
uphill start, it was Boyd with a big 
holeshot and running away from Stu 
and the rest of the pack. Half a lap 
later, Boyd slid out on a tricky off- 
camber section of the natural, moun- 
tain track, allowing Stu to set up a 
15-second lead. Stu was turning con- 
sistent 3:15s, and Boyd remounted 
and charged. Reeling in Stu in three 
laps, Boyd established himself as a 
power-house. Stu had been undefeated 
in MX action this year and cruised 
home a rare second. 

Stu had twisted his knee during the 
hot-paced first moto and lined up in 
pain for the second. 

Stu grabbed the second holeshot 
with Boyd glued to his silencer. Lap 
after lap, on every corner, Stu was 
having to close the door to keep Boyd 
behind. Two corners before the white 
flag, Boyd torpedoed Stu in a slow 
off-camber. Stu was up first and Boyd 
unloaded in a 40 mph face slide try- 
ing to catch him on the last lap. 


Overall it was Stu winning on the 


tiebreaker. Boyd, of his torpedo move 
said, “Sure, I did it on purpose. I'd 
tried everything else and figured my 
only chance would be to crash him 
and beat him to the checkered.” Boyd 
elated at clocking some laps faster 
then Hawaii’s new number one, 
Amorin, said he’ll hold a few moto- 
cross schools before returning to Aus- 
tralia, or maybe South Africa, to race. 
He said of Amorin, ‘‘He’s got this 
track wired. If Amorin raced me at 
Carlsbad, I'd beat him by half a lap.” 
If it works out, Amorin will race in 
California next year — then Califor- 
nia can see what’s been cookin’ in 
Hawaii besides pineapples!

Tarantino survives 
Labor Day GP

By far the most grueling Grand 
Prix event Corona Raceway 
holds is the Labor Day GP. 
This year’s Labor Day GP 


should have been named ‘The survi- 
val of the fittest,’’ because it takes 
place in the middle of the summer, 
amidst 100-plus temperatures. This 
year’s fittest rider was Honda’s Jim 
Tarantino. Not only did Tarantino 
capture the win in the 250cc Pro 
class, he also topped the field, finish- 
ing first overall. 

When the flag dropped for the start 
of the straddle-the-front-wheel-dead- 
engine start, it was Dales Modern 
Cycle’s Scott Manning (Yam) who 
led the field into the first turn. How- 
ever, by the end of the first lap it was 
Juan Benevidez (Yam) who had 
command. 

Recuperating from so-so starts were 
Tarantino and Goat Breker (Kaw). 
The two played follow-the-leader 
through the pack until they found 
themselves in third and fourth behind 
Manning. Manning, suffering froma 
rear-brakeless Yamaha, was easy prey 
for Tarantino and Breker. Tarantino 
and Breker were still quite a distance 
behind the leader, so the two had 
their work cut out for them if they 
wanted any chance of overtaking 
Benevidez, who was putting in a fan- 
tastic ride. Benevidez’s luck went sour 
when his Yamaha came to an untime- 
ly halt. Tarantino, Breker and Man- 
ning cruised by the hapless rider 
while engaged in a dog-fight for the 
lead. 

The battle was one of the best in 
Corona GP history; they never spread 
more than a bikelength apart. When 
the three headed for the checkered 
flag, after nearly 50 miles of racing, 
only four seconds separated them. 

Tarantino took the win with only 
inches to spare over Breker while the 
handicapped Manning took a close 
third. Fourth went to Dean Cates 
(Hon) while Vince McMahon settled 
for fifth. 





In the 500cc Pro class, Tim Locey 
(Yam) had to fend off Suzuki-mount- 
ed, Team Montoya’s Robert Reisin- 
ger before he could claim the hard- 
fought victory. The two leaders battled 
closely throughout the race while 
hearing the thundering knobby steps 
of Greg Zitterkopf (Yam) in third. 
Zitterkopf had labored his way 
through the pack aftena slow start to 
eventually capture third. Matt Tedder 
(Yam) reeled in fourth while Bret 
Wallings rounded out the top five. 

In the 125cc Pro class, Chris Lance 
(Kaw) emerged on top after tangling 
with Steve Wiseman and Steve Car- 
dillo. All three put on quite an excit- 
ing show, throughout the moto, with 
second going to Wiseman while Car- 
dillo and Tim Foster settled for third 
and fourth.

The Open main event was under- 
way first and saw a red blur go into 
turn one.

Glover wins F-4 -
